failles, with Advice that the Englifh and 

Dutch Forces not being able to poffefs 

themfelves of Vigo were oblig’d to re- 

imbark, and to retire. We are not yet acquainted 


with the Particulars of what pafs’d in the Defcent, . 


but ‘tis certain that the French and Spanith Ships 
are not burnt,as fome reported ; ’Tis true the Enemy 
‘have carry’d off 5 of them; but they have loft as 
‘many themfelvés either burnt or funk. The French 
behaved themfelves with uncommon Bravery, and 
ris not doubted but the Lofs of the Enemy would 
have been much more confiderable, if the Militia 
of Galicia had not run away at their approach. *Tis 
confirm‘d that the Silver is in Safety, and great part 
of the Merchandizes. We are perfwaded that the 
Spanith Factors will make no difficulty now of dif- 
covering the Effects on board the Galleons, that be- 
long to the Englifh and Dutch Merchants; whoby 
that means will pay tipple the Damage done at

teauregnault arriving at Vigo on the 23d of Sep- 
tember, and finding no Provifions there, of which 
his Fleet was in great Want, he immediately dif- 
patch’d the Frigate Medufa to Lisbon, and the Jolie 
and the Nereid to Corunna, to get: fome. At the 
fame time he fet his Men at work, tho’ weak thro’ 
the Fatigue of the Voyage and Diftempers, to raife 
Batrerics in places convenient for the defence of the 
Fleet. The Prince de Barbancon having in a firtle 
time caus’d a great number of Carts to be brought 
down, they work’d with utmoft diligence to land 
all the Silver that was brought by the Flora, which 
.was carry’d to Lugo, thirty Leagues from Vigo, 
with the Geods of moft value. On the 22d of 
October the Provifions that were expected not being 
arriv’d, The Enemy’s Fleet appear’d before Vigo. 
‘The Count de Chateauregnault had put Cannoncers 
in the New Batteries: At the Entrance into the 
Port, he had caus'd a Boom to be laid, defended by 
the Bourbon and the Efperance commanded by the 
-Marqueffes de la Galiffonniere and Montbault; and 
-he had pofted near it 500 Men French and Spaniards, 
-under the command of the Sieur de Sorel Infpector 
of the Marines, and of Don Ferdinand Chacon Com- 
mander of the Quick-filver Ships. It was hoped 
that the Efforts of the Enemy would have been in- 
_effe&tual ; but they putting 4o00Men into their Cha- 
loups, and making towards the Shore on the South 
fide, the Militia who were order’d to oppofe the 
Defcent, fied to the Mountains, and fo the Enemy 
anded without any trouble. The Sieurs de Sorel and 
-Chacon haften’d to receive them and charg’d them 
thrice with extraordinary Valour; but they were 
oblig’d to yield to theSuperiorNumber of theEnemy, 
and the Batteries were taken. Then the Enemy ad- 


vanc'd towards the Boom with their largeft Ships; 
Thofe that defended ir, and thofe thar within 
fhot of it, made all the Refiftance that was poffible. — 
The Vice-Admiral of the Englith Red Squadron was 
laid on board and gan of her burnt by a Firefhip 
commanded by the Sieur d’Efcalette a Lieutenant of 
a Man of War, who having receiv’d three Mufquet- 
fhots anid being unable to act himfelf, order'd his 
Lieutenant to blow up the Firefhip. Bur all thefe 
Efforts could not hinder the Boom from being broken; 
and then the Count de Chateauregnault, feeing it 
was impoflible to fave the Ships, fent order to all the 
Captains, and to the General of the Spanifh Flora to 
burn them; which was executed, fome few ex- 
cepted that were run. a-ground. He order’d all the 
Ships Crews to rendezvous at Compoftella, where 
the Chapter and the Magiftrates which he caus'd to 
be afiginbled having offer'd hig Arms and Ammu- 
nition, he was making ready to march from thence

Vigos, Oc&.18. The Plate Fleet and the French ~ 

Men of War are gone up the River to Rodondello, 
upon advice by feveral Expreffes from Madrid that 
the Confederate Fleet fail’d from Cadiz on the 29th 
ult. and "twas fear’d might be coming hither 5 where- 
upon, befides the Boom that is laid crofs the River, 
feveral Batterys are thrown up and planted with 
Cannon; and they work hard to repair the Walls, 
and add new Fortifications to this Town, tho all is 
in the utmoft Confufion here. They work day and 
night to get out the Silver which is on board the 
-Galleons, and they affure us that a great number 
of Carts are already gone with it to Lugo. Seve-+ 
ral Expreffes from Madrid come hither from time te 
time, the laft of which brought word that there is 
no good underftanding between the Courts of Spain 
_and Portugal, and that they are very apprehenfive 
that Matters will come to an open Rupture; Where 
fore ‘tis earneftly recommended tous noronly to 

erfect the Fortifications along this River, but thofe 
likewife that are on the Frontiers of Portugal. -

Madrid, Nov. 2. Ycfterday we receiv’d the fur- 
prizing News that the Englith and Dutch Ficer came 
on the 22d into the Port of Vigo, and the next day 
made themfelves Mafters by inain foree of the Bar- 
terics and the Boom that defended the mouth of the 
River berween Rodendello and Vigo,in 2 hours ume, 
upon which the French fet fire to their Men of War, 
and fome of our Galleons. ‘he Circumiftances of 
the Action are not yct known.For ought wé can un- 
derftand, The Silver of te Regiftro, which was ¢n 
board the Capitana the Almirante and Goyerno of the 
Flota, is all thar was faved. The Enemy have taken 
Rodendello and Congas,and befieg’d Vigo; we fear 
they will likewife march to Lugo, whither fome of 


Silver is faid to be and (as fome write) 


of that is convey’d to via. Several Coun- 


- tils have been held on this occafion, tho’ we are in 


no condition to make head againft the Enemy. ‘Tis 
reported that the Count de Chateauregngult defign’d 
to carry the Gallcons directly to Breft or Port 
St. Lewis, but receiving Advice that a Squadron of 
Englifh Men of War were cruifing on that Coaft to 
intercept him, he turn’d into the Port of Vigo. 

The Leiden Gazette fays in the Article of the fame 
date from Madrid, That when the News came to be 
publickly known, the City was fill'd with Outcries 
and Lamentations of the People; thar moft of the 
Shops were fhut up, for fear of their being pillag’d 
by the Rabble abe exclaim’d loudly againft the 
Government; and that there was a general Mur- 
Mmuring againft Cardinal Porto-Carrero andPother 
Members of the Privy Council,who were reproach’d 
with delaying the unlading of the Galleons, by 
infifting on a greater Sum than the Chamber of 
Sevil could agree to pay for the Indulto. But that 
others laid the blame on the Chamber of Seville, 
who would neither yield to the carrying of the 
Galleons into France, nor that they fhould be un- 


loaded at Vigo, but infifted on their going to Cadiz 


and being clear’d there. 


Hague, OGober 20. An Exprefs has brought at
